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To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Members, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  report  on  the  health  and  health  services 
of  your  district  for  the  year  1963. 

As  in  previous  years  the  vital  statistics  relating  to  the  Hemsworth  Urban 
District  together  with  some  rates  for  the  West  Riding  and  for  England  and  Wales 
as  a whole  form  the  first  part  of  the  report. 

The  report  on  the  personal  health  services  administered  by  me  on  behalf  of  the 
County  Council  refers  to  the  whole  of  the  Health  Division  and  contains  details  of 
these  services  in  both  the  Urban  and  Rural  districts. 

The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  has  reported  on  the  detailed  work  of  his 
department  and  the  two  reports  are  complementary. 

The  mid  year  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  shows  1 an  increase 
of  SO,  The  number  of  inhabited  houses  wars  fewer  by  13  at  the  year  end. 

There  were  311  live  births,  20  of  which  were  illegitimate  and  there  were 

9 stillbirths.  The  corresponding  figures  for  the  previous  year  were  284,  of  which 

10  were  illegitimate  and  8 stillbirths.  Thera  were  182  deaths,  an  increase  of 

7 on  the  year  before  and  of  these  5 were  infants  under  4 weeks  of  age  The  infant 
deaths  were  3 fewer  than  the  year  before  and  show  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  16.1, 
well  below  the  corresponding  National  and  West  Riding  rates. 

There  were  9 stillbirths  compared  with  8 in  the  previous  y^ar  and  happily  no 
maternal  death  occurred. 

The  number  of  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  was  considerably  fewer  than 
in  1962  and  this  resulted  from  a rather  low  incidence  of  measles  of  whifih  there 
were  only  63  notifications  compared  with  250  in  the  previous  year  The  incidence 
of  the  other  notifiable  disease  shows  no  significant  change. 

The  number  of  cases  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register  remains  unchanged  at  135.  There 
were  5 cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  notified  for  the  first  time, during  the  year. 

Eleven  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  in  the  division  continued  to  attract  increasing 
numbers  of  children  and  the  number  of  attendances  remained  high.  This  has  occurred 
at  a time  when  the  value  of  routine  medical  examination  of  healthy  children  at 
clinics  is  being  questioned  as  to  whether  there  is  real  value  in  the  procedure.  The 
parents  would  seem  to  value  the  service.  At  this  point  I would  like  once  again  to 
pay  my  customary  tribute  to  the  ladies  of  the  various  clinic  voluntary  committees, 

I ard  my  staff  appreciate  greatly  their  spirit  of  voluntary  service  and  their  valuable 
assistance. 

The  Ante-Natal  Clinics  also  have  been  well  attended  and  an  increased  number 
of  expectant  mothers  made  a greater  number  of  attendances. 

Of  equal  importance  was  fhe  increasing  popularity  of  the  relaxation  clinics 
where  advice  and  instruction  of  many  facets  of  health  are  combined  with  the  main 
function  of  adequate  preparation  for  labour. 

The  nursing  staff  once  again  have  deservedly  earned  our  thanks  for  the  skilful 
and  sympathetic  manner  in  which  they  have  performed  their  duties  Under  the 
leadership  of  Miss.  J,  Crossfield  Senior  Nursing  Officer  they  have  formed  a team 
of  which  I am  proud. 

The  demands  on  the  Domestic  Help  Service  continued  to  increase  By  the  year  end  the 
increased  allocation  of  domiciliary  helps  had  been  exceeded  and  was  met  by  a supplementary 
allocation  from  the  County  Reserve  Pool.  There  would  seem  to  be  no  forseeable  end 
to  public  demand  for  the  service. 

The  chiropody  service  is  also  in  great  demand  particularly  the  claims  for 
domiciliary  treatment.  As  in  all  fields  of  social  service,  adjudicating  on  the 
various  claims  is  a most  difficult  task. 
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In  the  field  of  mental  health  there  has  "been  a further  increase  in  the  number 
of  mentally  ill  and  sub-normal  patients  referred  to  the  mental  welfare  officers 
for  after  care. 

Liaison  with  the  Hospital  Service  and  with  the  general  medical  practitioners 
has  been  good.  Problems  have  been  dealt  with  in  the  best  interests  of  the  patient 
rather  than  in  a rigid  demarcation  of  the  respective  fields  of  operation  of  the  three 
branches  of  the  Health  Service. 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  thank  the  members  of  my  staff  for  their  industry  my 
colleagues  for  their  co-operation  and  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee 
for  their  interest  and  support  throughout  the  year

The  area  of  work  of  the  medical,  nursing  and 
other  staff  of  the  County  Council  is  demarcated  only  by  the  divisional  boundary 
and  details  of  the  various  services  provided  by  the  County  Council  as  Local  Health 
and  Education  Authority  are  given  for  the  division  as  a whole. 

Care  of  Mothers,  Young  Children  and  Nursing  Services. 

(a)  Child  Welfare  Clinics. 

At  the  11  clinics  in  the  division  the  popularity  of  the  service  is 
reflected  in  the  numbers  attending. 

The  number  of  children  attended  during  the  year  increased  from  1,838  in 
1962  to  2,515,  while  the  total  number  of  attendances  by  them  was  also  slightly 
increased. 

At  each  session  a doctor  and  health  visitor  are  present  to  advise  on 
infant  health  and  feeding  problems  and  to  administer  protective  inocculations. 

At  most  of  the  clinics  ladies  of  the  clinic  voluntary  committee  also  attend  and 
undertake  many  duties.

( c ) Consultant  Clinics, 

By  arrangement  with  the  Leeds  Regional  Board  consultant  Eye  and  Orthopaedic 
clinics  specially  arranged  for  children  were  held  regularly  at  the  Hemsworth  Central 
Clinic.  47  children  were  seen  at  the  Orthopaedics  clinics  and  756  at  the  Eye 
Clinics.  Of  the  latter  314  were  prescribed  spectacles. 

In  conjunction  with  the  Orthopaedic  Clinic  a remedial  exercise  session 
is  held  weekly  and  during  the  year  21  children  made  185  attendances. 

21  children  were  referred  for  Child  Guidance  treatment  to  the  specialist 
clinic  at  Pontefract. 

(d)  Paediatric  Clinics, 

This  new  clinic  commenced  at  the  end  of  1962  and  grew  in  popularity  during 
the  year  when  10  sessions  were  held,  20  patients  making  25  attendance. 

(e)  Speech  Therapy. 

Our  part-time  speech  therapist  held  165  sessions  during  the  year,  treating 
77  children.  24  children  were  discharged,  9 for  non-co-operation  or  unsuitable  for 
treatment,  15  with  speech  improved,  2 left  school,  2 transferred  to  special 
schools  and  1 left  the  district. 

(f)  Special  Medical  Examinations. 

In  addition  to  the  normal  school  and  clinic  work,  the  Divisional  Medical 
staff  also  carried  out  64  examinations  of  entrants  to  Training  Colleges  and  14 
examinations  under  the  Employment  of  Children  regulations. 

(g)  Minor  Ailment  Clinics. 

These  are  held  at  clinics  and  schools  throughout  the  division  and  during 
the  year  318  pupils  were  treated  by  the  school  nflrses. 

(h)  Infestations  with  Vermin. 

The  school  nurses  carried  out’  cleanliness  inspections  in  each  school  at 
least  once  per  term  and  during  1963-,  15,859  children  were  this  examined.  The 
353  children  found  to  be  infested  were  all  cleansed  after  informal  action  by 
the  school  nurse, 

(i)  Audiometry. 

During  the  year  115  children  who  were  suspected  of  having  a degree  of 
hearing  loss  were  tested  by  the  assistant  county  medical  officers  or  by  the 
speech  therapist.  Of  these  children  21  were  referred  to  the  consultant  aural 
specialist  for  further  investigation  and  treatment.

Mr  Chairman  and  G-entlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  approval  my  14th  Annual  Report  in  which 
I review  the  work  of  my  Department  and  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  your  District 
in  1963 

It  was  a bus}'  year  of  Council  activity,  particularly  in  new  housing  projects  and 
new  sewerage  schemes,  and,  incidentally,  one  during  which  my  Department  took  over  new 
office  accommodation 

Among  new  legislation  was  "The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963", 
introduced  to  make  fresh  provision  for  securing  the  health,  safety  and  welfare  of 
employees,  and  the  "Meat  Inspection  Regulations  1963"  introduced  to  secure  the 
inspection  of  all  home-killed  meat,  and  to  enable  a charge  to  be  made  for  this  work. 

The  duties  of  the  Department  were  many  and  varied  and  certain  duties  demanded 
constant  attention  e.g.,  meat  inspection  at  the  four  slaughterhouses. 

I am  indebted  to  Mr.  Wheater,  my  Assistant,  for  his  support  in  ensuring  that  the 
Department  functioned  satisfactorily  throughout  this  year,

No  new  bouses  or  bungalows  were  completed  for  occupation  either  by  the  Council 
or  by  private  enterprise  during  1963. 

However,  three  Council  housing  projects  instituted  in  1962  were  on  the  way  to 
completion  by  the  end  of  1963-  These  concerned 

1 The  erection  of  a block  of  23  Aged  Persons  Flatlets  with  provision  for 
a Warden's  accomodation  on  the  Southmoor  Road  Estate  at  Hemsworth. 

2.  The  erection  of  26  two-bedroom  bungalows  as  the  first  stage  of  the 
replacement  of  the  Council's  existing  aluminium  bungalows. 

3.  The  erection  of  270  dwellings  in  agreement  with  the  National  Coal 
Board  for  occupation  by  miners  from  redundant  coalfields  in  the  North 
of  England  and  Scotland. 

(b ) Immediate  Future  Housing  Projects 

(i)  Plans  were  approved,  and  tenders  invited  towards  the  end  of  the  year  for 
the  provision  by  the  Council  of  12  two-bedroom  bungalows  at  Fitzwilliam  Street, 
Kinsley . 

(ii)  Consideration  was  also  given  to  the  provision  of  Aged  Persons  Flatlets 
at  Kinsley. 

(iii)  The  West  Riding  County  Council  advised  that  they  were  to  build  an  Aged 
Persons  Home  on  Bullenshaw  at  Hemsworth 
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(iv)  A Building  Contractor  submitted  plans  for  9 pairs  of  semi-detached  houses  at 
Cottam  Croft,  Hemsworth,  towards  the  end  of  the  year. 

Meanwhile,  the  demand  for  Council  house  accommodation  appears  insatiable. 

(c)  Unfit  Houses  considered  to  be  Incapable  of  Repair 

5 year  and  15  year  clearance  programmes  were  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  as  long  ago  as  1955. 

The  5 year  programme,  virtually  completed  in  1962,  was  in  fact  completed  in  1963 
when  the  last  remaining  occupied  house  in  South  Street  was  "closed”. 

There  was  little  progress  on  the  15  year  programme  during  1963  Only  6 families 
were  re-housed  during  the  year  from  properties  at  New  Street,  Kinsley  and  Vissitt 
Bungalows,  Robin  Lane,  Hemsworth

(d)  Housing  Repair  and  Maintenance 

Many  local  Contractors  appeared  unable  to  give  prompt  attention  to  the  repair 
of  privately  owned  houses  no  doubt  due  to  the  pressure  of  work  on  new  buildings, 
and  to  house  improvements  by  way  of  the  "Standard  Grant  Scheme". 

(i)  Privately  Owned  Houses  on  a Weekly  Tenancy 

Some  1,400  houses  within  the  district  were  held  on  a weekly  tenancy.  730 
were  within  the  ownership  of  the  National  Coal  Board,  who  maintained  an  efficient 
Housing  Repairs  Department,  and  who  were  to  be  commended  for  their  proposal  to 
provide  a bathroom,  wash  hand  basin,  an  indoor  W.C.  and  ether  improvements  to  eaoh 
of  97  houses  in  the  Railway  Terrace/Earl  Street  area  at  Fitzwilliam;  this  work 
was  in  progress  during  1963,  and  qualified  for  an  "Improvement  Grant"  totalling 
£17,858. 
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A good  proportion  of  the  privately  owned  houses  are  terrace  type  houses  built 
60/80  years  ago*  comprising  two  bedrooms  at  first  floor  level  and  living  room  and 
scullery  at  ground  floor  level.  Most  of  them  are  without  the  facilities  of  hot  water, 
a bath,  a wash  hand  basin,  and  indoor  W.C.  They  could,  and  should,  be  improved  to  this 
standard,  but  legislation  was  not  available  to  enforce  this  work.  However,  some  owners 
arc  taking  advantage  of  the  "Standard  G-rant  Scheme"  which  offers  financial  assistance 
for  the  improvement  of  houses,  and  during  1963,  151  such  applications  were  received. 

Owners  of  rented  properties  co-operated  well  during  the  year  in  effecting  repair 
works,  and  on  no  occasion  was  it  necessary  to  institute  legal  proceedings  for  this 
purpose;  the  problem  was  rather  one  of  finding  a Contractor  who  would  undertake  repair 
works  in  a reasonably  short  time 

(ii)  Council  Owned  Houses  and  Bungalows 

Maintenance  was  undertaken  by  the  Council's  own  staff  under  the  direction  of  the 
Surveyor.  The  severe  frosts  in  the  early  months  of  the  year  were  responsible  for  IO63 
burst  pipes  at  519  Council  houses,  adding  to  the  pressure  of  work  on  the  Council's 
housing  repairs  staff

There  were  no  licensed  sites  for  caravans  within  the  district;  and  there  wore  no 
serious  problems  associated  with  moveable  dwellings  during  1963,  although  members  of  the 
Showmen's  Guild  occupied  a small  site  adjoining  Grove  Lane  at  Hemsworth,  during  the 
winter  months,  and  itinerant  traders  occupied  an  unlicensed  site  at  Kinsley  Green, 
Ackworth,  from  time  to  time  during  the  year 


(g)  Male  Lodging  House

Two  storey  promises  at  Union  Street  Hemsworth,  were  in  use  as  a male  lodging  house 
These  promises  have  been  registered  for  this  purpose  for  many  years  and  offer  accommodation 
for  37  men 


The  demand  for  this  type  of  accommodation  has  fallen  during  the  past  few  years  and 
the  maximum  number  of  men  accommodated  during  1963  was  only  17 

The  owner  of  the  premises  replaced  bedding  and  necessary  fittings  and  equipment  as 
and  when  required 


The  lodging  house  was  kept  in  a clean  condition  by  the  Landlady,  and  there  was  no 
cause  for  complaint.  Elderly  lodgers  not  ill  enough  for  Part  III  accommodation,  but 
who  did,  in  fact,  require  some  attention,  were  perhaps  the  biggest  problem  faced  by 
the  Landlady.

(c )  Cesspools  and  Small  Sewage  Disposal  Plants 


A feature  of  the  year  was  the  sewering  of  properties  at  Robin  Lane,  Hemsworth 
and  the  replacement  of  21  cesspools  and  small  sewage  disposal  plants;  m.ost  of  these 
cesspools  had  readily  admitted  surface  water  and  had  been  0.  continual  source  of  nuisance 
for  many  years  and  their  disuse  was  welcome.  Sewage  from  Robin  Lane  is  now  pumped  from 
a small  Pumping  Station  adjacent  to  Holgate  Hospital  into  the  Council's  Sewer  in 
Barnsley  Road,  Hemsworth.  This  work  was  completed  in  July,  1963-  However,  46  houses 
and  bungalows  continued  to  be  drained  either  to  cesspools  or  to  small  sewage  disposal 
plants  in  various  parts  of  the  district;  many  are  remote  from  the  Council's  sewers, 
but  some,  especially  in  the  Station  Road  and  Royd  Moor  areas  of  Hemsworth,  may  be 
sewered  when  the  Council's  large  scale  sewerage  improvements  are  complete. 


The  Council  continued  to  undertake  the  emptying  of  cesspools  by  means  of  a 
mechanical  cesspool  emptier.  Cesspool  contents  were  disposed  of  on  to  disused  tipping 
land  at  Rotherham  Road,  Hemsworth,  and  not  into  the  Council's  sewers;  disposal  by 
this  method  was  not  considered  to  be  satisfactory. 

The  elimination  of  cesspools  in  Robin  Lane  allowed  more  time  for  street  gulley 
cleansing;  this  work  was  undertaken  by  the  Surveyor's  Department. 

The  cost  of  emptying  cesspools  during  1963  and  the  comparative  costs  for  previous 
year  are  as  follows

(d)  Drainage  - General  Position 

Sewage  works  serving  Hemsworth  and  Kinsley  continued  to  be  grossly  overloaded; 
the  Kinsley  works  deteriorated  considerably  during  the  year 

However,  it  is  pleasing  to  record  that  major  works  of  reconstruction  and 
enlargement  of  the  Hemsworth  Grove  Lane  Sewage  Works  began  in  January  of  this  year. 
Your  Consulting  Engineers  gave  progress  reports  on  this  work  throughout  1963 
The  sewage  works  proposals  are  extensive  and  when  complete,,  should  ensure  that  the 
drainage  of  the  district  is  satisfactory;  it  is  intended  that  the  use  of  the  Kinsley 
sewage  works  will  be  discontinued,  and  that  all  sewage,  other  than  from  a part  of 
Fitzwilliam,  will  bo  given  treatment  at  the  enlarged  Hemsworth  sewage  works.  It  is 
not  expected  that  the  entire  work  will  be  completed  before  1965- 


4.  WATER  SUPPLY 
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A piped  supply  of  towns  water  was  available  to  every  house  within  the  District 
The  water  was  obtained  from,  and  distributed  by.  the  Barnsley  Corporation  Water  Board  ' 
during  the  year. 

Tor  the  first  time  for  many  years  the  higher  reaches  of  Kinsley  and  Titzwilliam 
enjoyed  a sufficiency  of  supply  at  all  times,  as  a result  of  the  improvements  to  the 
water  main  services  in  1962 . 

The  water  supply  was  mainly  an  upland  supply  taken  from  the  Midhope  Reservoir 
with  approximately  IQ/'o  added  borehole  water.  It  was  comparatively  soft  by  nature 

The  natural  fluoride  content  was  approximately  .1  p.p.m.  and  no  fluoride  was 
added. 

There  were  no  adverse  reports  concerning  the  purity  of  the  water  supply  during 
1963,  although  there  were  occasional  complaints  of  discoloured  water  necessitating  the 
flushing  of  water  mains.  Weekly  bacteriological  examination,  and  quarterly  chemical 
examinations  were  undertaken  by  the  Barnsley  Corpora.tion  Water  Board  Staff. 

(a)  Future  Water  Supplies 

The  Barnsley  Corporation  Water  Board  is  to  add  to  its  upland  and  borehole  water 
sources  by  taking  part  in  the  Sheffield  project,  for  the  extraction  of  water  from  the 
Yorkshire  River  Derwent  at  Easington,  near  York.  It  is  expected  that  the  Derwent 
project  will  be  completed  towards  the  end  of  1964,  and  that  the  water  supply  to  your 
district  will  then  be  completely  from  that  source 


5-  RATS  AITD  MICE  COITTROL 

(a)  Routine  inspections  of  likely  sources  of  infestations  - viz  sewage  works, 
refuse  tips,  farms  and  allotments  - were  carried  out  during  the  year  by  your  rodent 
operator  No  large  scale  rat  infestations  were  found  at  any  premises ; only  1 6 
complaints  were  made  during  the  year  by  householders,  and  all  concerned  isolated 
infestations  which  were  dealt  with  by  the  use  of  "Warfarin"  poison 

"Warfarin"  mixed  with  oatmeal  has  been  used  successfully  for  many  years  and  its 
use  appears  to  have  decimated  the  rat  population 

Mice  infestations  reported  usually  concerned  households*  "Warfarin"  is  extremely 
effective  in  clearing  mice,  but  the  use  of  traps  was  advised  as  poisoned  mice  are 
difficult  to  retrieve  and  are  often  responsible  for  unpleasant  nuisance  by  smell. 

(b)  Sewer  Control 

Where  surface  rat  infestations  were  treated,  the  sewers  adjaoent  were  also  checked, 
but  a complete  treatment  of  the  sewers  of  the  district  was  not  undertaken  during  1963 

(c)  Threshing  of  Ricks 

Inspections  were  made  to  ensure  that  Contractors  fenced  round  ricks  to  prevent 
the  escape  of  rats  and  mice  during  the  threshing  operations.  As  in  recent  years, 
infestation  of  ricks  was  noted  to  be  fairly  light 

(d)  Barnsley  and  District  "Workable  Area  Committee  .No,.,  5" 

This  is  a Committee  formed  from  representatives  of  local  authorities  in  South 
Yorkshire  who,  together  with  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  representatives 
meet  to  discuss  matters  concerning  rodent  control.  Your  Council  continued  its 
representation  on  this  Committee 


6.  FACTORIES 

The  Factories  Acts  make  provision  a3  to  the  health,  safety  and  welfare  of  persons 
employed  in  Factories. 
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All  factory  premises  are  registered  by  the  Council,  and  by  H.M.  Factory  Inspectorate 
and  are  defined  as:- 

(a)  Those  with  mechanical  power  for  the  processes  involved, 

(b)  Those  without  mechanical  power  other  than  for  lighting  and 
heating  for  the  processes  involved. 

36  Factories  were  registered  within  the  district,  27  were  classified  as  having 
mechanical  power,  and  9 without  mechanical  pov/er. 

70  visits  of  inspection  were  made  to  factory  premises  when  particular  attention 
was  given  to  sanitary  accommodation  available  for  the  use  of  employees  and  to  the 
standard  of  cleanliness  of  the  premises.

7*  NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES 

Investigations  were  made  during  the  year,  on  behalf  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  into  case  histories  of  certain  notifiable  diseases  as  they  were  notified  by 
local  Practitioners  e..g„,  scarlet  fever  and  dysentery. 

8.  PETROLEUM  STORAGE 


16  premises  storing  petroleum  spirit  were  licenced  for  this  purpose  as  required 
by  the  Petroleum  Acts  and  Regulations. 

All  the  premises  were  subjected  to  an  inspection  by  the  County  Fire  Service 
Department  and  an  annual  licence  issued  only  after  a satisfactory  report  from  the 
Inspecting  officer. 
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SECTION  U 

1.  POOD  ADMINISTRATION  AND  INSPECTION 


■All  duties  within  the  requirements  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  and  Regulations  were 
directed  towards  the  clean  handling,  preparation  and  sale  of  food. 

There  were  4 catering  establishments,  11  bakehouses  and  85  other  foodshops  within 
the  district  All  were  subjected  to  regular  visits  of  inspection 

Owners  of  1 Travelling  Foodshops"  were  registered  by  the  Council,  and  their  vans 
were  under  regular  surveillance;  nost  vehicles  achieved  a high  standard  of  food  hygiene 
but  occasionally  there  were  exceptions,  and  offenders  were  warned  of  the  possible 
withdrawal  of  registration. 

Inspections  were  made  of  school  canteens  within  the  distriot,  Two  canteens 
required  some  improvement  and  were  given  attention  by  the  appropriate  West  Riding 
County  Council  Department 

Application  was  made  for  the  use  of  stalls  at  Hemsworth  market  for  the  sale  of  fish 
and  meat,  but  as  the  existing  amenities  were  not  satisfactory,  the  applications  were 
not  granted. 

(a)  Meat  Inspection  Work 

There  were  four  licensed  slaughterhouses  within  the  district.  At  one  slaughterhouse 
duties  of  meat  inspection  were  required  daily.,  Irregular  hours  of  slaughtering  of  tern 
necessitated  evening  meat  inspection  work  in  addition  to  Saturday  and  Sunday  inspection 
work,  and  not  unnaturally  your  Inspectors  found  this  a little  irksome  on  occasion. 

Meat  inspection  duties  require  a detailed  inspection  of  each  carcase  (i  e.,  heads 
livers,  lungs,  hearts,  intestines  etc.)  and  follow  an  approved  method  of  inspection 
laid  down  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.  Meat  found  to  be  diseased 
or  otherwise  unfit  for  human  consumption  is  rejected.  However,  as  local  butchers  bought 
a good  quality  animal  for  slaughter,  wastage  by  disease  was  extremely  small.  Parasitic 
conditions  were  the  major  cause  of  condemnation  of  meat  and  offals. 

As  in  recent  years,  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  was  negligible  in  cattle,  and 
one  case  only  was  found  details  of  which  were  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  at  Harrogate,  to  trace  the  herd  concerned. 

Meat  Inspection  Regulations  1963 

The  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  and  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
jointly  made  now  Regulations  concerning  meat  inspection  work;  the  Regulations  operated 
from  the  1st  October,  1963- 

The  main  provisions  of  the  Regulations  are:- 

(a)  Meat  at  slaughterhouses  must  be  inspected. 

(b)  Meat  must  not  be  removed  from  a slaughterhouse  until  it  has  been  inspected. 

(c)  Meat  inspected  and  passed  as  fit  for  human  conounptxon-must  be- marked. 

(d)  Local  authorities  may  make  a charge  for  inspection  of  meat. 

(e)  The  minimum  period  of  notice  of  slaughter  is  extended  from  3 to  24  hours. 

The  Council  resolved  that  as  from  the  1st  of  October,  1963  3 & charge  for  meat 
inspection  would  bo  made  at  the  rate  per  head  of  Is.  Od. , for  cattle,  6d.  for  pigs 
and  3d.  for  sheep,  to  give  a return  of  approximately  £300  for  an  average  year's 
inspection  work.

The  total  weight  of  meat  and  offals  unfit  for  human  consumption  was  estimated  to  be 
8 tons  8 cwts  71  lbs. 

(b ) Disposal  of  Unsound  Meat  Offals  and  Waste  Materials 

Processing  plants  at  Pontefract  and  Doncaster  were  available  to  deal  with  this 
material.  Satisfactory  collection  arrangements  were  made  with  the  managements  concerned . 

(c)  Meat  Distribution  and  Butchors  Shops 

Carcase  meat  and  offals  were  distributed  from  the  wholesaling  butcher's  premises 
at  Market  Street  to  many  shops  in  adjoining  towns.  Vans  used  for  this  purpose  were 
suitable . 

(d)  Slaughterhouses 

The  four  Slaughterhouses  wore  subjected  to  the  usual  annual  inspection  by  an 
Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.  All  four  slaughterhouses 
were  maintained  in  a satisfactory  condition  throughout  the  year  and  no  nuisance  arose  as 
a result  of  their  use. 

(c)  Food  Contamination 

Unfortunately,  either  by  some  carelessness  or  by  sheer  misfortune,  contamination  of 
food  does  arise  from  time  to  time.  One  case  during  the  year  concerning  a loaf  of  b.read 
contaminated  by  a finger  bandage,  was  brought  to  your  attention.  The  Bakers  concerned 
offered  profuse  apologies 

The  danger  in  not  establishing  a careful  turnover  of  foodstuffs  was  apparent  by  the 
retail  sale  of  a mouldy  sausage  roll  from  one  Hemsworth  shop  during  the  year;  the  shop- 
keeper concerned  was  warned  of  the  Council's  intention  to  take  legal  proceedings  in  any 
similar  future  justified  complaint. 

(f)  Milk  Production  and  Sale 


There  were  2 farm  dairies  bottling  milk  and  both  were  subjected  to  control  by  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.  Almost  all  the  milk  retained  was  bottled 
by  one  or  other  of  the  large  dairies  operating  from  adjoining  towns  Deliveries  were 
made  by  dairy  firms,  and  the  customer  had  a choice  of  "Pasteurised",  "Tuberculin  Tested 
Raw"  and  "Sterilised"  milks 

Milk  vending  machines  were  in  use  at  Fitzwilliam  and  at  Hemsworth,  offering  a carton 
of  refrigerated  "Tuberculin  Tested  Raw"  milk  for  6d.  The  milk  was  produced  at  a Hostel 
Farm,  and  its  sale  complied  with  the  milk  and  dairy  regulations.  There  appeared  to  be  a 
good  demand  for  this  milk  and,  as  a result,  there  vras  no  long  storage  of  cartons  of  milk 
within  the  machines.  As  in  recent  years,  the  vendor  found  his  main  problem  was  to  ensure 
that  the  machines  operated  successfully  as  they  were  often  put  out  of  use  by  irresponsible 
people  using  sticks,  mis-shaped  coins  and  even  chewing  gum. 

(g)  Ice-cream 


37  shops  were  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice-cream.  Mobile  vans  registered  by  the 
Council  retailed'- Ice-cream  da  iky.  Ho  ico-cream  was  manufactured  within  the  district.

All  shop  supplies  wore  wrapped  and  sold  from  suitable  refrigere.tors.  Icc-cream  from 
mobile  vans  was  sold  "loose"  and  a clean  and  safe  product  depended  to  a considerable 
extent  on  the  clean  habits  of  the  van  salesman.  All  mobile  vans  we re  equipped  with  hand- 
washing facilities. 
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SECTION  III 
1.  AIR  POLLUTION 


The  Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  was  in  operation.  This  Act  envisages  a smoke  free 
Country,  "built  up  from  smoke  control  areas.  Some  local  authorities  in  the  South 
Yorkshire  Coalfield  have  already  instituted  smoke  control  areas;  generally,  however, 
progress  towards  smoke  free  districts  has  been  slow,  and  no  smoke  control  areas  have 
yet  been  set  up  within  your  district.  The  Council  in  fact  intimated  during  the  year 
that  they  had  no  plans  for  the  introduction  of  smoke  control  areas  before  the  end  of 

1965. 


Most  households  continued  to  use  coal  as  the  principle  source  of  heat.  Smoke 
was  of  course  discharged  at  a low  level,  and  in  and  about  concentrations  of  household 
property,  especially  in  Winter  tine,  a nuisance  was  created. 

While  the  domestic  chimney  was,  I feel,  the  main  source  of  smoke  pollution,  the 
Brickworks  chimney  at  Hemsworth  contributed  considerably,  and  the  introduction  of  new 
methods  of  stoking  the  kilns  appears  to  be  necessary  to  effect  a remedy.  The 
management  was  urged  to  consider  alternative  firing  methods 

A Sheffield  Demolition  Contractor  completed  the  demolition  and  site  clearance 
of  the  obsolete  Fitzwilliam  Coke  Ovens  during  1963,  but  not  before  creating  a smoke 
and  fumes  nuisance  on  two  occasions,  as  severe  as  any  experienced  when  the  Coke  Oven 
Battery  was  in  operation.  The  atmosphere  over  the  Fitzwilliam  area  since  the  demise 
of  the  Coke  Ovens  has,  of  course,  much  improved  It  would  be  considerably  better  if 
the  locos  in  use  by  the  National  Coal  Eoard  complied  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Clean  Air  Act. 

The  West  Riding  Clean  Air  Advisory  Council  undertook  a Clean  Air  Campaign  In 
the  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire  towards  the  end  of  the  year  in  the  form  of  a mobile 
Exhibition.  The  Exhibition  toured  South  Yorkshire  and  was  sited  at  Hemsworth  on  the 
28th  and  29th  of  November,  1963*  Local  residents  were  invited  to  look  over  the 
Exhibition  which  was  designed  to  show  how  a cleaner  atmosphere  could  be  achieved. 

White  filter  papers  were  subjected  to  air  pollution  at  the  time  of  the  Exhibition; 
a filter  paper  after  two  house  exposure  was  decidedly  grey,  and  after  twelve  hours 
almost  black  in  colour.  The  Exhibition  was  informative  but  was  not  well  attended 
locally,  probably  due  in  part  to  poor  weather. 

The  Council  continued  active  membership  of  the  West  Riding  Clean  Air  Advisory 
Council,  and  during  the  year  took  up  membership  of  the  Barnsley  and  District  Clean 
Air  Committee 

A limited  measurement  of  atmospheric  pollution  was  made  at  Vale  Head  Park. 
However,  the  Park  is  not  near  to  concentrations  of  property,  and  the  sootfall  figures 
there  were  not  representative  of  the  district  I believe  the  figures  would  be 
considerably  higher  in  some  parts  of  the  area. 

Equipment  at  Adisconbe  House,  Barnsley  Road,  Hemsworth,  measured  daily 
concentration  of  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide;  a white  filter  paper  was  changed  daily 
after  exposure  to  the  atmosphere  every  twenty-four  hours,  and  an  estimate  made  of 
the  local  pollution.

SECTION  IV. 


1 REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

A weekly  collection  of  refuse  was  undertaken  from  all  premises  within  the 
district  "by  the  Council.  The  service  was  maintained  throughout  the  year  in  all 
weathers . 

Your  refuse  collectors  undertook  this  work  with  almost  clockwork  regularity  and 
deserve  your  commendation.  It  is  worthy  of  note  that  while  many  local  authorities 
had  difficulty  in  recruiting  staff,  almost  all  your  refuse  collectors  have  worked  for 
the  Council  for  many  years. 

The  district  was  divided  into  two  parts  for  refuse  collection  Two  vehicles  and 
eleven  men  were  in  regular  employment;  a third  vehicle  was  in  reserve  as  a spare 
vehicle  undertaking  waste  paper  collections  from  shops,  factories,  schools  and  offices, 
in  addition  to  a small  refuse  collection  round. 

A new  12/20  cu.  yd.  rear  loading  "Eagle"  Compressmore  came  into  service  during 
the  year  replacing  an  old  side  loading  refuse  vehicle.  Your  district  then  was  served 
by  two  "Eagle"  Compressmores,  while  another  much  older  side  loading  vehicle  acted  as 
spare  vehicle. 

Household  refuse  contained  a large  proportion  of  paper,  much  of  which  was 
salvaged,  bated  and  sold.  Other  refuse  was  disposed  of  by  "controlled  tipping" 
methods  on  a 10  aore  low  lying  site  on  Pontefract  Road.  This  site  has  been  in  use 
since  i960  and  should  provide  refuse  disposal  facilities  for  the  next  five  years. 

A Land  Reclamation  Scheme  is  being  carried  out  here  by  the  use  of  refuse.  Tils  site 
is  being  lifted  some  4 to  5 ft.,  and  by  the  end  of  1963  approximately  2 acres  had  been 
returned  to  the  farmer  for  agricultural  purposes.  A man  was  employed  full-time  on  the 
refuse  tip,  and  use  was  made  from  time  to  time  of  the  Council’s  J.C.B.  Loadall  for 
levelling  purposes,  soil  removal  and  soil  covering;  it  is  expected  tha.t  the  Loadall 
will  soon  have  to  deal  with  all  refuse  disposed  of  at  the  tip  in  view  of  the  large 
load  capacities  of  the  two  "Eagle"  Compressmores. 

(a)  Street  Sweeping  and  Snow  Removing 

The  main  roads  through  the  district  were  cleansed  by  the  West  Riding  County 
Council's  Highways  Department.  All  other  made  up  streets  and  roads  were  cleansed 
manually  by  the  Council's  staff  under  the  control  of  the  Council's  Surveyor.  Refuse 
collection  and  disposal  costs  given  below  do  not  include  costs  of  street  sweeping 
and  snow  removal.

(c)  Salvage 

Clean  waste  paper  has  been  salvaged,  baled  and  sold  to  Paper  Mills  since  1940 <• 
There  was  a limited  market  for  baled  paper  in  1963*  Clean  waste  paper  from  household 
refuse  and  waste  paper  from  shops,  fa.ctories,  etc.,  was  baled  at  the  Southmoor  Road 
Depot,  Hemsworth,  into  bales  of  approximately  1 cwt.,  by  means  of  an  electrically 
powered  po.per  press. 
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Disposal  of  paper  "bales  continued  to  the  Thanes  Board  Mills,  Warrington.  A 
"bonus  scheme,  instituted  in  1961,  to  encourage  the  salvaging  of  paper  from  refuse 
by  the  refuse  collectors  • continued,  and  one- third  of  all  receipts  for  waste  paper 
was  returned  to  the  workmen  concerned
